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GERMAN TROOPS MOVING

Way of Escape for Rear- 
guard Toward Tobruk 
Under Air Bombardment, 

‘Communique Says. 


CAIRO, Egypt, Dec. 19 (AP).— 
Italian rearguard forces left to de- 
fend Bardia, Libya’s principal base 
in the frontier region, have been 
trapped and their way of escape to 
Tobruk is under aerial bonfbard- 
ment, British war communiques as- 
serted tonight. 

General Headquarters announced 
that 31,546 Italian prisoners, includ- 
ing 1626 officers, had been counted 
already as the haul of the Libyan 
offensive and that several thousand 


more were being removed from bat- 
tle areas, 

(Prime Minister Churchill told 
Commons today British losses in 
the African offensive so far were 
less than 1000 killed and wounded.) 
“Advanced elements of our troops 
which have successfully contained 
numerically superior forces in Bar- 
dia are being steadily reinforced 
and the position of the remnants 
of the beaten Italian army in that 
area can now be regarded as pre- 
carious,” said the General Head- 
quarters communique. 
Bardia-Tobruk Road Bombed. 
The Royal Air Force, recounting 
raids and reconnaissance which 
took British planes over the west- 
ern desert battle zone and also over 
the frontiers with Italian East Af- 
rica, reported: 

“The Bardia-Tobruk road was 
also bombed but little movement 
Was seen.” 

(An Admiralty communique is- 
sued in London told of continuing 
naval bombardment of Italian po- 
sitions along the coast.) 
Reports from the front  indi-

Night Alarm in London. 
An air raid warning sounded in 
the London area early this evening 
after two nights and three days 
without bombings—the city’s long- 
est raid-free period since Septem- 
ber. 

Immediately after the alarm 
sounded, gunfire was heard in the 
outskirts of the capital. 

The all-clear signal in London 
sounded about 2% hours later. 

An East Anglian town reported 
that Nazi planes were overhead. 

Although conditions over the 
channel were described as “not un- 
favorable,” the German air force 
remained inactive last night and 
a communique today said there 
was “very little hostile activity” 
over the country during daylight 
hours. No reports had been re- 
ceived “from any area of bombs 
having been dropped,” the com- 
munigue said, although one Nazi 
bomber was shot down by British 
fighters off the southwest coast. 

The British Press Association 
suggested that “in all probability 
the Germans’ airports in occupied 
France have been completely disor- 
ganized by the constant punching 
of the R. A. F.” 

The London Daily Telegraph’s air 
correspondent advances the theory 
that the absence of German raids 
has been due to intensive prepara- 
tions for a German invasion of 
Britain. The moon and tides will 
be favorable for invasion any time 
from now to Christmas, he sug- 
gests, and the Germans would be 
able to take advantage of 16 hours 


of darkness for landing operations.

England Offering Cash for 
60 Merchant Ships— Re- 
ported Seeking 12,000 
More Planes and 2000 
Tanks.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—On the 
assumption that the new Congress 
will approve all-out aid to Britain 
short of war, President Roosevelt 
has told British purchasing officials 
in this country they may start ne- 
gotiating future contracts for $3 
000,000,000 worth of ships and arme- 
aments which will be lent, leased 
or mortgaged under the policy he 
announced Tuesday. 

The contracts would not be signed 


until after Congress had approved 
the President's new policy, Stephen 
Early, White House secretary, told 
reporters. 

From other sources it was learned 
that the British were seeking con- 
tracts for 12,000 additional planes, 
at a possible cost of $1,125,000,000; 
2000 to 2500 more tanks, and guns 
and ammunition costing about $l, 
700,000,000. 

It was also learned at the White 
House that over the week end Great 
Britain probably would purchase 
60 American cargo ships under the 
existing policy of paying cash, 
Some Danish ships, interned in the 
country since the German invasion 
of Denmark, may be included in 
the sale, although no affirmation 
or denial was obtainable from the 
White House on this point. Nor 
were there any details available as 
to the age and tonnage of the 
ships likely to be transferred. 


Policy “Not Entirely Frozen.” 


Asked if the presidential “go 
sign” on the $3,000,000,000 of future 
orders implied that the leasing- 
mortgage-return policy had been 
“frozen,” Early said the policy was 
“not entirely frozen” but that the 
general idea was that the British 
should go on negotiating the con- 
tracts now with the understanding 
that some way would be found for 
their completion. 

On the “go sign” for the $3,000, 
000,000 in British orders, Early 
pointed out that the President at 
his Tuesday afternoon press con- 
ference had laid great emphasis on 
the “future orders” to be placed by 
Great Britain.

At the conclusion of his 
speech, however, the 77-year- 
old Lloyd George fiercely cried:

Italians.” He asserted the “great 
revelation” of the Libyan attack 
is that the Italians’ “heart 
clearly is not in the job.” 

“I hope that by the time we 
meet again,” he said, “we shall 
be able to congratulate the 
Prime Minister on having elimi- 
nated the more squalid of his 
opponents.” 

Prime Minister Churchill also 
eulogized Lord Lothian. 


LONDON, Dec. 19—Adolf Hitler 
needs “to do something now, or at 
any rate in the next two months.” 
Prime Minister Churchill said in 
the House of Commons today; 


therefore, German invasion still is 
Britain's “supreme danger.” 

He spoke joyfully of Britain’s 
continuing offensive against Italy 
in Africa and optimistically of Brit- 
ain’s changes next year of armed 
parity with Germany. 

The battle of Africa, he said, has 
cost Britain less than 1000 killed 
and wounded, as against capture 
of at least 30,000 prisoners and 
much material, but above all, had 
demonstrated the quality of British 
Empire forces, permitting Britain 
“to take bolder views than those 
open to us before.” 

Churchill suggested that the pres- 
ent tapering off of the German air 
siege of Britain might mean “prep- 


tivity against Britain.” Bad weath- 
er, he acknowledged might be 
the chief factor, but he added:

Foreign Minister Terms American Interest 
In China Sentiment; One of Rights, 
Too, Grew Says. 


TOKYO, Dec. 19 (AP).—Foreign 
Minister Yosuke Matsuoka pleaded 
with the United States tod:, to 
stay out of war les the world face 
“ " and then heard 
Unit-d States Ambassador Joseph 
C. Grew take quick exception to 
hig statement that the “fate of Chi- 
na is largely a question of senti- 
ment to Americans.” 

The Ambassador maie several 
points in remarks after he had 
listened attentively to Matouoka’s 
address before the America-Japa- 
nese Society at a farewell luncheon 
honoring Admiral dichisaburo No- 
mura, new Japanese Ambassador to 
the United States. 

Referring to Matsuoka’s asser- 
tion that the “fate of China is 
largely a question of sentiment to 
Americans; to us it is a truly vi- 
tal issue affecting the very exist- 
ence of our empire,” Grew said: 

“I think I must relieve the Min- 
ister of his misapprehension that 
the interest of Americans in Chi- 
na is largely sentimental.” 

At another point in his speech 
the Foreign Minister said: “We 
believe we have a great mission as 
a civilizing and stabilizing force 
and stand for peace and order. 
We shut the door to none. Any 
nation that desires to take a hand 
in this task is welcome.” 

“I am glad to learn that in the 
Japanese program the door is to 
be shut nowhere and to none,” 
Grew remarked, “and this program 
envisages no conquest, no oppres- 
sion, no exploitation. ... 

“The Foreign Minister knows 
the American people stand for 
certain things, among which, on 
one hand, are their obligations, 
and on the other their rights.” 
The United States must con- 
sider not alone “expressed inten- 
tions,” Grew said, but “facts and 
actions, too, regardless of the per- 
suasive garb in which they may be 
dressed.” 

Matsuoka said he feared Unit- 
ed States entry into war would 
bring the world to “Armageddon 
that would end in the total de- 
struction of our culture and civil- 
ization. 

“I beseech my American friends 
to think twice, thrice, nay a thou- 
sand times, before they take the 
leap that may prove fatal to all 
humanity,” he cried. 


Admiral Nomura also expressed 
a desire for peace and for “dras- 
tically improving the relations be- 
tween Japan and America which 
have deteriorated so much of late.” 

“The light has gone out in Europe, 
where nations have been thrown 
into the fearful vortex of a great 
war,” he said. “Let us in Japan 
and America guard the peace of the 
Pacific, the only bright light of 
hope now left to mankind.” 

Nomura is slated to leave short- 
ly for Manchoukuo, Peiping, Nan- 
king, Shanghai and various army 
field headquarters in China to pro- 
cure first-hand information on the 
current situation before taking up 
his new duties in Washington. 

Grew, presiding at the luncheon, 
introduced Matsuoka by saying he 
believed the Foreign Minister, from 
his intimate associations with the 
United States “has the same sort 
of personal affection for our coun- 
try as I have for Japan.” 

“I owe it to candor,” Matsuoka 
said in his address, “to admit that 
relations between our two countries 
are severely strained,” adding that 
he felt the fundamental cause “is 
American misapprehension of 
Japan’s aims and aspirations. 

“Contrary to impressions current 
in America and elsewhere, Japan 
is not waging an imperialist war of 
greed and aggression in China. We 
are engaged in a moral crusade. 

“Laugh or shrug your shoulders 
if you like, ladies and gentlemen, 
but I am sure time will prove it. 
We are not fighting for destruction 
but construction and endeavoring to 
initiate an era of enduring peace 
and prosperity based on justice, 
equality and mutuality in greater 
East Asia.” 

He said he felt the world was 
“too wide politically and too nar- 
row economically” and suggested 
that “our political efforts had bet- 
ter be restricted only to those 
spheres in which we are vitally in- 
terested and not extended to other 
peoples’ domains.” 

Japan, Matsuoka continued, had 
no desire to antagonize the United 
States or any nation but had only 
one desire: “To be left alone on the 
one hand and on the other hand to 
see the trouble in China and the 
war in Europe brought speedily to 
an end without adding more partici- 
pants, particularly such a powerful

bridge this war or emerge from it 
successfully unless risks are run.” 
Churchill paid tribute to the 
commanders of the African cam- 
paign: “Gen. Wilson, reputed to 
be one of our finest tacticians 
and Gen. Wavell, whose figure 
grows on the eastern horizon.” He 
said Air Marshal Longmore, “at 
the most critical moment in the 
preparations,” had a large part

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Darst Says Airport Plant Will Have 
( Prescribed Clearance for Planes 


Commission Chairman Testifies No Objec- 
tions Were Made to Site and None 
Other Was Discussed. 


yoseph M. Darst, city Director 
of Public Welfare and chairman 
of the Airport Commission in 
charge of Lambert-St. Louis Field, 
was questioned today, in the Civil 
Aeronautics Board’s inquiry at the 
Federal building into last week’s 
crash of an American Airlines 
plane at the field. Three persons 
suffered minor injuries and the 21- 
passenger transport was badly 


damaged. 

Darst was asked particularly 
about the negotiations for expansion 
of the Curtiss-Wright manufactur- 
ing plant, involving a new site on 
the airport. He said many meet- 
ings were held, and that no site 
other than the airport was dis- 
cussed. He said he called a meet- 
ing Oct. 11 at which airline repre- 
sentatives and navy officers were 
present, . 

At that meeting, Darst said, the 
placing of a wire fence about the 
site was mentioned, but nothing 
was said about putting up poles, 
which are now in place. He said 
a master plan for new runways, 
which took account of the location 
of the new Curtiss-Wright plant, 
was prepared. 

Clearance Rules Complied With. 

Asked if due consideration was 
given to future development needs; 
Darst answered in the affirmative. 
He said the clearance requirement 
was made greater than that pre- 
scribed by the Civil Aeronautics 
Board. There was no objection to 
the location of the plant on the 
field, and no suggestion of any 
preferable location, Darst said. 

He was asked whether construc- 
tion of the factory was to precede 
or follow that of new runways. He 
replied that the city applied for 
WPA funds for runways, that WPA 
authorities required approval of 
the Civil Aeronautics Board, and 
that the CAB demanded that the 
plan, including plant location, be 
outlined.

RAILWAY CAR PLANTS HERE 
GOING AT VIRTUAL CAPACITY 


Orders on American Co. Books in 
South St. Louis and Madison, IIL, 
Total About $13,640,000. 

Plants of the American Car and 
Foundry Co. in South St. Louis and 
Madison, Ill., are operating at vir- 
tual capacity, with orders for about 
5500 freight cars having a total 
value of about $13,640,000, on the 
books, it was learned today. Each 
plant employs from 1200 to 1400 
men when operating at capacity. 

The Madison plant, which has 
been virtually closed for about five 
years, now is working on orders 
for 821 coal cars, 650 box cars, and 
15 covered hopper cars for cement. 
The St. Louis plant, at 2800 De 
Kalb street, recently finished an 
order for 1000 box cars for the Gulf, 
Mobile & Ohio Railroad, and has 
additional orders for about 1670 
ballast cars, 900 box cars and 1400 
hopper cars. 

The St. Louis plant is turning 
out from 30 to 40 cars a day, with 
enough orders on the books to keep 
it operating near capacity at least 
until] June.’ Within a few weeks 
the Madison plant will be produc- 
ing 25 to 30 cars a day, with enough 
orders on hand to keep it busy 
through March. A plant at St. 
Charles owned by the same com- 
pany is expected to start work 
about Jan. 1 on a contract for as- 
sembling 1000 12%-ton tanks for 
the army.

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CLARK SUGGESTS | 
KING'S ROVAL TAX 
FORA TO BATA 


Boston Tea Party as Col- 
lection Dates. 


United States Senator Bennett 
Champ Clark, in St. Louis today, 
characterized the present plans of 
the Roosevelt administration for 
military aid to England as “taxing 
our people for the support of the 
British Empire.” 

He offered the suggestion that 
such aid to England be financed by 
a special] tax, to be known as “the 
King’s royal tax, for the support of 


the British Empire.” This tax, he 
said, should be collected separately 
from other taxes, and a suitable 
plan might be to have two collection 
days a year, June 15 and Dec. 15. 


“The former date,” he comment- 
ed,” is the anniversary of Britain’s 
default on the World War debt, 
and Dec. 15 is the anniversary of 
the Boston Tea Party.” 

Clark said it was difficult, in the 
light of incomplete information, to 
analyze President Roosevelt's re- 
ported program. Any idea of lend- 
ing military equipment, to be re- 
turned directly or in kind after the 
end of the present war, he held to 
be “most impracticable.” 

“Military property,” Senator 
Clark said, “is divided into two 
classes, accountable and expendible. 
In actual warfare, all military 
equipment becomes expendible. The 
probabilities are that all military 
equipment we would furnish to 
Great Britain would be practically 
worthless at the end of the war, 
whether Britain won or lost. 

“The idea that Great Britain 
would repay us in kind or in any 
other way is purely a fallacy, for 
the reason that Britain has demon- 
strated in the past a complete un- 
willingness to pay her debts in cash 
or in any other manner, such as 
transfer of her island possessions 
to the United States. 

“There is no reason to believe her 
disposition in that regard would be 
better in the future than in the 
past. 

“IT am entirely opposed to the 
transfer to any foreign power of 
any armament or any munitions 
needed for our own defense pur- 


poses.”

GETS TO YEARS 
FORBEING ARED. 
N OKLAKOMA 


Defendant Accused of Vio- 
lating Criminal Syndical- 
ism Law, but Charged 
With No Overt Acts. 


OKLAHOMA CITY, Ok., Dec. 19 
(AP).—District Judge Ben Arnold 
sentenced Alan Shaw, 22-year-old 
Communist convicted of criminal 
syndicalism, to 10 years in prison 
today and fined him $5000. 
Standing before the bench, Shaw 
declared in a low voice: 

“Over the entrance to this court- 
house there is an inscription with 
a quotation from Thomas Jeffer- 
son, ‘Equal and exact justice to all 
men, regardless of state or persua- 
sion, religious or political.’ 

“That inscription and those 
words have been disregarded in my 
case. It has been a mockery from 
the very beginning.” 

The Judge permitted Shaw to re- 
main at liberty on his present bond 
of $7500, pending oytcome of an ap- 
peal. 

Shaw was convicted of violating 
the Criminal Syndicalism Law by 
being a member of the Communist 
party, which the State contended 
“advocated overthrow of the Gov- 
ernment by force.”

MURRAY PROPOSAL 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19 (AP).— 
Reorganization of the national de- 
fens: machinery by creation of a 
new national defense board and 
the setting up of employer-worker 
councils to co-ordinate production 
facilities was proposed to President 
Roosevelt yesterday by CIO Pres- 
ident Philip Murray. 

In a memorandum Murray out- 
lined his pirn for speecing arms 
production and maintaining the 
necessary volume of domestic, non- 
military goods. He prefaced his pro- 
posal by saying: 

“To avoid a repetition of the 
1917-18 failure to produce arme- 
ments in needed quantities and on 
time it is necessary, without fur- 
ther delay, to redefine the aims 
of the defense program, broaden 
its scope, and assure its effective 
execution. 

“The scope of the defense pro- 
gram should be broadened to en- 
compass the full production of 
armaments for the needs of the 
United States, and any eventual- 
ity that may arise, without dis- 
turbing the adequate production of 
domestic goods.” 

Under his plan, the President 
world appoint an equal number 
of employer and labor representa- 
tives to councils for basic defense 
industries, with one Government 
representative to rve as chair- 
man. 

The President also would name a 
new national defense board made 
up of management and labor rep- 
resentatives with the President 
himself as chairman. Such a board 
would have authority to co-ordi- 
nate the functions of the industry 
councils, serve as an appeals agency 
for council problems, and aid in 
the granting and re-allocating of 
armament orders. 


Priorities Board Gets Power to 
Put Defense Orders First, 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt by executive 
order broadened the powers of the 
new Priorities Board yesterday to 
assure a right of way for defense 
orders over private and export qon- 
tracts. 

He amended a previous executive 
act applying to munitions orders 
placed with manufacturers dealing 
directly with the War and Navy de- 
partments.

Record of Permits 227 Pct. 
Over Like Previous Period, 
Tucker Reports. 


The Smoke Commissioner’s of- 
fice had issued 6218 permits for 
new stoker installations this year 
up to Dec. 1, Commissioner Tucker 
reported today. 

This was an incerase of 4088 in- 
stallations, or. 227 per cent, over the

SBF Cameras—Street Figer 
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Chooses His Premier. 


(AP).—Kyosti Kallio, former Pres- 
ident of Finland, died tonight of a 
heart attack a few hours after 
Risto Ryti had been elected to suc- 
ceed him. Kallio was 67 years old. 

Kallio became ill last August and 
Premier Ryti took over his duties, 
becoming acting President in No- 
vember when Kallio resigned. Ryti 
Was named President by the electo- 


ral college today, receiving 288 
votes of a total of 300. 


Kallio, fourth President of Suomi, 
or the Finnish Republic, was born 
April 10, 1873, the son of a peasant, 
in the village of Niemela, near the 
eastern coast of Bothnia. To him 
fell the presidential responsibilities 
of leading Finland in its war with 
Soviet Russia and first guidance 
of the national reconstruction now 
under way. 

Finnish historians liked to com- 
pare him with Abraham Lincoln 
for his “plainness of character and 
natural intelligence.” 

Ryti, who ranks among Europe’s 
leading financiers, was Premier un- 
der Kallio during the Russian war. 

A law stipulated that the electo- 
ral college should appoint a succes- 
eor for the rest of Kallio’s term, 
which ends in March, 1943. Su- 
preme Court Justice Urho Castren 
was a candidate against Ryti. 

The Soviet press advised Finland 
Tuesday to choose a President who 
“will guarantee normal friéndly re- 
lations with neighboring countries 
and avoid the ruinous path of ad- 
ventures and experiments of any 
kind for Finland in foreign policy.” 

Ryti, 51 years old, has peen one 
of the strong men of the Finnish 
republic for almost 20 years, as 
head of the Bank of Finland, Min- 
ister of Finance, Prime Minister 
and then acting President.

NEW YORK, Dec. 19 (AP). — 
Justice Bernard L. Shientag of the 
Supreme Court has held 22 present 
and former officers and directors 
of the Guaranty Trust Co. liable 
for company losses of about $1,000,- 
000, but found that none was guilty 
fraud or 
profit. 


The findings yesterday were 
made in a 116-page decision of a 
suit brought by minority stock- 
holders of the Guaranty Trust Co., 
who claimed the losses had been 
sustained in 1930 in the purchase 
of $3,000,000 worth of bonds of the 
Missouri Pacific Railway from the 
Alleghany Corporation, which at 
that time was controlled* by the 
Van Sweringen brothers. 


Justice Shientag said he would 
appoint a referee to determine the 
exact extent of damages. 


The decision held that the de- 
fendants were liable in only one of 
four transactions named in the 
stockholders’ suit. It found that 
the plaintiffs had failed to estab- 
lish liability in the purchase of 
Alleghany Corporation stock in 
1929, a loan of $40,000,000 to various 
Van Sweringen brothers corpora- 
tions in 1930 and the auction sale 
of collateral upon which the loan 
had been based.

ing entrance until surrounding 
areas had been mopped up. 

In the case of Tepeleni and Kii- 
sura in the south central sector 
of the front, the Fascist troops were 
said to have withdrawn merely to 
heights about the towns, in posi- 
tion to fire on Greek troops should 
they try at once to occupy the two 
places. 

“Despite bad weather.” said one 
dispatch, “Greek columns are con- 
tinuing their advance, especially in 
the central sector where, after 
heavy artillery fire, they reached 
Klisura. 

“The Italians abandoned their po- 
sitions, where they had been fight- 
ing for three days, and left in the 
hands of Greek troops abundant 
war material and quite a few pris- 
oners.” 

Another immediate objective of 
the Greeks is the town of Chimara, 
On a coastal road leading to the 
port of Valona, against which the 
offensive is aimed. 

Meanwhile, the British Royal Air 
Force told of a “most successfu!” 
attack yesterday on Valona, 25 
miles north of Chimara. The Brit- 
ish encountered “strong fighter Op- 
position” and fought a 20-minute 
running engagement. One Italian 
plane was believed to have been 
downed and one British plane made 
a forced landing on its return to 


Nevertheless, the R. A. F. com- 
munique said, “All bombs fell on 
targets,” which included a seaplane 
base, docks and warehouses. 

Klisura, on the important route 


‘ }leading to the lower Viousa River 


valley, was reported by the Greeks 
yesterday to be in flames, presum- 
ably set by Premier Mussolini’s 
forces before withdrawal.

READ AT TRIAL OF 
UNION ELECTRIC 


Former Employe’s Deposi- 
tion Tells of Political 
Gifts at St. Charles in 
Behalf of Utility... 


Testimony of Fred J. Martin, for- 
merly a rural sales engineer for 
Union Electric Co. of Missouri, ad- 
mitting that he made campaign 
contributions in behalf of his em- 
ployer in St, Charles city elections, 
was introduced today in trial of the 
suit brought by St. Charles County 
Prosecuting Attorney David A. 
Dyer to forfeit the corporate char- 
ter of Union Electric Co. for alleged 
violations of the State Corrupt 
Practices Act. 

Martin’s testimony was in a depo- 
sition taken at St. Charles last 
September in which he gave details 
of his contributions to municipal 
candidates. It was reported in the 
Post-Dispatch at the time. On a 
plea of guilty Martin was sentenced 
early this year to, six months in jail 
for perjury in connection with the 
Union Electric Co. investigation, 
but was released on probation. 
Later Union Electtic Co. dismiaged 


Harrison's Testimony Read. 


Earlier, Dyer concluded reading 
into the record the testimony of 
Leslie B. Harrison, former propa- 
gandist for Union Electric Co. at 
St. Charles. 

Harrison, now living in Califor- 
nia, gave his testimony in depo- 
sition form last July 30 at St. 
Charles. He was employed by Union 
Electric Co. from 1936 to 1938 in 
the guise of a reporter for the 
St. Charles Daily Cosmos-Monitor 
to write news stories and other 
articles favorable to Union Electric 
Co. in its fight against a public 
ownership movement in St. 
(Charles. 

His testimony gave details of his 
employment on the newspaper and 
of other activities in behalf of 
Union Electric Co. It included the 
making of comparatively small 
cash payments to various candi- 
dates for councilman, for which he 
said he was reimbursed by William 
Waye Jr., then St. Charles attorney 
for Union Electric Co. 

The State charges that in spe- 
cific instances in 19387 and 1938 
Union Electric Co, caused contfibu- 
tions to be made to favored mu- 
nicipal candidates, in violation of 
the Corrupt Practices Act.

It was the third straight year he 
was high in strikeout... His 320 in- 
nings pitched topped the circuit,

—1168.

17 Persons Missing. 

Six passengers and 11 of the crew 
are missing, including Capt. Reed, 
a Scot of 56, heavily built, delib- 
erate with the look of a man of 
strong resolution. It’s not thought 
by his colleagues that he intended 
to go down with the ship, but that 
events and his own sense of fre- 
sponsibility to others brought that 
end about. 

Capt. Chariton, a former captain 
of the Furness Withy line, who 
played a large part in the rescue, 
told me Capt. Reed had handed him 
his overcoat and had told him to 
have a lifeboat around later. Capt. 
Chariton thought Capt. Reed’s in- 
tention was to try for a boat or a 
raft at the last moment. 

The second officer, R. F. White, 
who remained with Capt. Reed, was 
rescued from a raft before the res- 
cue ship was boarded. Lifeboat No. 
3 tried to rescue White but the 
rope slipped and he was carried 
past. The third man who remained 
aboard the Western Prince was 
Franks, a steward, who had a per- 
sonal attachment to the captain. 
He was seen by one of the last 
passengers off the ship with the 
purser’s key going down to get 
the Spitfire fund raised by the 
crew, to bring it to safety. 

Another passenger told me that 
Franks, who was a taciturn man 
with dark hair and a grim humor, 
said when pressed to hurry that 
he was staying on, that he was 
going “to do a bit of looting.” 


Crushed Between Boat and Ship. 

Gordon Scott, financial adviser 
to the Canadian Ministry of Muni- 
tions and Supply, who was one of 
the four members of their mission 
on board the Western Prince, is 
missing, with little hope that he 
survives. He was in a motor life- 
boat which was upset at the side 
of the rescue ship. He was seen 
holding on to a rope and being 
crushed badly between the ship 
and the boat. 

Mr. Sprouls, a young nautical in- 
strument expert born in Alberta 
and former mile champion of West- 
ern Canada, lost his wife, who was 
in the cabin of the motorboat when 
it was upset owing to the move- 
ment of the occupants suddenly to 
one side as they got a blast from 
the ship’s exhaust. 

Scott’s heart wasn’t strong, and 
it was courageous of him to come 
over with the mission. 

All boats were away within half 
an hour. There was no rush nor 
shouting. Even the officers gave 
their orders quietly as the passen- 
gers and crew took their places in 
the boats. Three babies were car- 
ried aboard without excitement and 
the women, who included a mother 
superior returning with novices 
from China, took their places with 
steady steps. 

Like a Kipling Crowd. 

"Twas a company that recalled

The boats kept company as 
the only hope of succor. In No. 
3 boat there was much conges- 
tion as so many of the 35 occu- 
pants were sick.

Submarine Appears. 
A shape appeared about 20 yards 
away on the starboard side of our 
lifeboat—the tower and part of the 
deck of the German submarine. 
It submerged as it passed by and 
there was a flash which was 
thought to mean that photographs 
of us had been taken. 
I watched closely the faces of 
sailors and firemen massed in our 
bows watching the enemy. I saw no 
fear in their eyes but a terrible 
tension. 
“I thought he was going to give 
us the machine guns,” said one 
sailor as he relaxed. 
We had been taking in water over 
our sides and it was discovered that 
the after plug at the bottom of the 
boat was missing—probably bumped 
out as it struck the water. 
The first mate, almost flat on 
his face and wet through, recov- 
ered the plug and fixed it in its 
place. Fast bailing followed. The 
boats still hung together—tiny ob- 
jects in the high waves, while 
squalls of rain and hail passed 
over us, 

“Why There Is a Ship.” 
About six hours had gone — it 
seemed like six minutes—and then 
Warburton, a passenger, said in a 
conversational tone: “Why, there 
is a ship.” He pointed without 
standing up. We had been pray- 
ing for that but there were no 
shouts. 


When an officer was hoisted up 
he could not see anything. The 
passenger was sure and soon we 
could all see the steamer. 

There was faster pulling at the 
Oars, but not much progress. We 
fired five of our nine lights from 
a signal pistol. It was now fairly 
light, but orange flares could be 
seen suspended by little parachutes. 
Other boats fired their flares. 


It became clear that the ship was 
approaching and about one and 
one-half hours later No. 3 boat was 
in its lee. This freighter’s Cap- 
tain maneuvered cleverly to give 
us shelter, and oil was thrown over 
to help us. The sea had increased 
and we needed all help. 

Just before we came alongside 
the sun came out—a grim smile as 
the boat seemed to hurl itself 
against the ship’s side. Roderick 
Henderson, a 2-year-old baby, was 
hoisted in a basket with a lifeline 
around him in case it capsized. The 
strong and young scurried up a 
rope ladder on the ship’s side. The 
elderly and the women climbed up 
with ropes around their waists. 


Motor Life Boat Capsizes. 


It took some time and before we 
were all up, the motor lifeboat 
came alongside and capsized. I 
saw the men standing on the up- 
turned boat holding on to ropes 
and some of them were in water. 
It seemed like a picture in a movie. 
I found one’s emotional qualities 
quite dulled and one took every- 
thing in a literal way as by in- 
stinct until it was all over and 
other boats came up and empty 
one were allowed to drift away. 
The mother superior came up in 
a basket, but Sister Muldoon, the 
young Irish novice, came up the 
ladder herself. Afterwards I saw 
her wearing the overcoat of Capt. 
Reed which Capt. Chariton had 
brought on board, but she did not 
know that.

Many R.O.T.C. Men Used. 


The surprise of the tour, for a 
layman, was to discover that for its 
line officers the army is drawing 
most heavily upon the Reserve Of- 
ficers’ Training Corps, heard of 
during recent years principally as 
a target for radical and pacifist or- 
ganizations, which charged that it 
was “militarizing the youth of 
America.” This system of train- 
ing in high schools and colleges 
has been producing an annual out- 
put of about 9000 officers, as com- 
pared to West Point’s yearly crop 
of something like 400 graduates. 

An account of the R. O. T. C. 
should be prefaced by a statement 
that the three grand components 
of the military establishment are 
the Regular Army, the National 
Guard and the Organized Reserves. 
The first has long maintained post 
and correspondence schools in 
which enlisted men of suitable age, 
character and education might pre- 
pare themselves for officers’ com- 
missions or nomination to West 
Point. Similar institutions, called 
Candidate Schools, are provided by 
law for selected men. Officers of 
the National Guard—general, field 
and line—are eligible to “federal 
recognition,” which in effect makes 
them officers of the United States 
Army. The total of National Guard 
officers is about 15,000. 


Reserve Organizations. 

The Organized Reserves, with a 
membership of 104,575 commis- 
sioned officers and about 3000 en- 
listed men, consist of the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps, the Enlisted Re- 
serve Corps and some elements 
from the Regular Army. The Of- 
ficers’ Reserve Corps is the largest 
body of potential wartime officers 
in the country’s military force. It 
still contains 14,000 World War vet- 
erans. The War Department has 
just announced that by next June 
30 a total of approximately 50,000 
reserve officers will have been or- 
dered to extended active duty. The 
number in service today approaches 
30,000. 

The principal feeders of the Of- 
ficers’ Reserve Corps are the Re- 
serve Officers’ Training Corps and 
the Citizens’ Military Training 
Camps. The latter are for men 
outside high school and college. The 
course consists of four summer 
camps of a month each, in succes-

The harbor 
is bright blue and chopped with 
whitecaps from a gale which blows 
clean down from the Alps, and the 
beautiful Isle of Capri is frosted 
like a wedding cake and clear 
against the sky. But a half-frozen

LIFE AS BOMBS DROP — 


Best-Dressed Inhabitants of London 
Shelters Wear Warm, Loose Clothes as 
Protection Against Cold and Squirming 
—Brighter Colors Lighten Drab Scene.

NEW YORK, Dec. 19 (AP). — 
“Aint underground London won- 
derful?” my waiting taxicab driver 
asked. He had strolled from his 
cab to lean over a barrier and 
peer into the crater of the bomb 
which hit the Associated Press 
building. 

Workmen were replacing a giant 
watermain valve which had been 
wrecked. The part they were 
putting in was about as big as the 
550-pound bomb which had done 
the damage.’* 

The taxicab driver's exclamation 
was appropriate but, to my mind, 
it would be more appropriate ap- 
plied to the life that goes on in 
the deep underground railway sta- 
tions of London once night has 
driven the shelterers there. 

Newspaper people often are 
caught off base by the night bom- 
bardment and, therefore, we fre- 
quently make an involuntary tour 
of the deep shelters. 

It seldom fails to bring tears 
to my wife’s eyes when she sees 
nursing mothers with their babies, 
young children, aged women, old 
men lying on thin blankets on the 
cold concrete. 

To me, however, it is an endless 
pageant of fortitude and determ- 
ination; and there is something 
inspiring in the way these people 
make a smiling best of the situa- 
tion, 

As the train stops first at one 
station then another, there dre suc- 
cessive tableaus involving new 
types of people, new postures of 
repose, new devices for amuse- 
ment. 


“Fashion Show.” 


Sometimes I see it as a fashion 
show, with living models answering 
the question: What are the best 
dressed shelterers wearing this 
season?” 

So I'll tell you. 

Obviously, it is desirable to 
choose something warm, something 
loose, something in colors which do 
not show the dirt too plainly and 
yet with a touch of brightness to 
liven the otherwise drab scene and 
lend courage.

Since most of the 
shelterers lie with heads to the 
wall, presenting their toes train- 
ward, the passing spectator might 
say they are very prominent, The 
shees are beside the sleepers. Only 
a small percentage bring carpet 
slippers to take their place. 


No Pastel Shades. 


Few shelterers wear light-colored 
clothes. Pastel shades are out. 
Muddy browns, dark grays and old- 
ish tweed mixtures are commonest. 

But there has to be some color 
relief. That is supplied by the 
sweaters and scarfs, and it is curi- 
ous how many are wearing yellows 
and oranges as if they realized 
how these vivid colors save a 
shelter scene from having the 
aspect of a charnel house. It is 
too bad most photographs of 
people in shelters Americans see 
are in black and white and fail to 
show the touches of bright color 
stubbornly insisted upon. 

Another relieving touch of color 
comes in the kerchiefs tied about 
the hair. These are primarily utili- 
tarian, designed to save as much 
as possible of an endangered coif- 
fure in a place which has no 
primping-up facilities, but there Is 
no reason why they should not also 
be bright, and they usually are.

is that this is a struggle to an ab- 
solute knockout between Hitlerism 
and democracy, that we must get 
into it with force of arms, and that 
it must go on until one or the other 
ig wiped completely off the slate. 


High Output Needed. 
No matter which of these con- 
clusions or any varation or opposi- 
tion of them is held, there seems 
to be no difference of opinion what- 
ever that we must get our industry 
into an all-out, high speed war pro- 
duction immediately and that we 
are not doing it. So let’s skip that. 
We ought to take a long look, 
however, at the proposal to finance 
the British Empire. We can’t reach

MR, ROOSEVELT’S VETO. 

President Rooseyelt’s message, explaining his rea- 
sons for vetoing the Logan-Walter bill, has the qual- 
ities of statesmanship. It is straightforward. It is 
informed. It deals with administrative regulation 
and improvement of the process at the center. 

In the face of such distinguished opposition as 
that of the Association of the Bar of the City of 
New York, two groups of lawyers favored this bill. 
One included those honest lawyers who sincerely be- 
lieve that judicial determination on the ancient pat- 
tern is the best method for ascertaining the truth. 
The other included lawyers who unworthily backed 
the measure for the multiplicity of lawsuits which it 
would produce. 

If Mr. Roosevelt did not distinguish between the 
two groups, he was at pains to show why the old 
formula had to be discarded by the Federal Govern- 
ment long ago. The increasing complexities of our eco- 
nomic society required it. Congress could not handle 
such technical problems as railroad rate-making. 
Neither could the courts. The expert administrative 
agency or tribunal was a logical solution to the pop- 
ular demand that Congress provide for regulation of 
transportation, utilities, the security exchanges, com- 
munication facilities, and many other diverse matters. 

As the President said, the administrative agency 
is not a recent innovation. The Interstate Commerce 
Commission was created 54 years ago. And if the 
agencies are not new, neither is criticism of them. 
A seview of the debate on the bill to establish the 
ICC reminds us that this progressive reform was 
condemned in violent, intemperate language as de- 
structive of property and American institutions. Yet 
it is so firmly established as a means for adjusting 
the issues which arise in the field of transportation 
that the sponsors of the Logan-Walter bill exempted 
the ICC from the bill’s application. 

President Roosevelt in the veto message and At- 
torney-General Jackson in his analysis each em- 
phasize the fact that the Logan-Walter bill, in open- 
ing the way for long-drawn-out suits and hamstring-

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PLAN FOR A GREATER CIVIC PLAZA. 

A plan to enhance the attractiveness of the down- 
town district, while at the same time checking its 
decay, Us that for the linking of Memorial Plaza and 
Aloe Plaza, now being urged by Mayor Dickmann. 
By acquisition of the three intervening blocks and 
their conversion into parks, an inspiring sweep of 
open space, from Twelfth boulevard to Twentieth 
street, will result, and an area of shabby buildings 
will be removed. 

Execution of this plan would give St. Louis a civic 
center of 13 blocks, one that few cities in the coun- 
try could rival. Inside a frame of handsome public 
buildings. for a great part of its length, an eight-block 
vista of green would lead the eye to the unique Milles 
fountain group, at its western end. As it is, despite 
the widening and beautification of Market street, the 
city has two unconnected plazas, with three blocks 
of largely ramshackle buildings intervening. 

The effect of this plan on the surrounding blocks, 
in the years to come, would be a most constructive 
one. When new business and public buildings are 
built in St. Louis, sites would be available on the 
expanded plaza, the architects would be inspired, in 
such a setting, to design artistically attractive struc- 
tures to displace the present rundown areas. It 
would be a step toward completing the work of the 
1923 and 1934 bond issues, in the rehabilitation of 
an area that only 15 years ago was a squalid region 
of tumbledown buildings and tawdry enterprises. 

The problem of financing prevents the present car- 
rying out of the project, since only $163,000 in city 
funds for such a purpose is available. The Mayor

In contradiction to the President’s recent 
statement that the United States is doing all 
it can in aiding Britain at this time, the 
committee states that our aid is now insuf- 
ficient and slow. The committee demands 
that the President mobilize all industrial re- 
sources of the nation for maximum produc- 
tion. This amounts practically to conscrip- 
tion of our industry. 

The committee demands that the United 
States supply Great Britain with all possible 
merchant ships and assume responsibility 
for maintaining the so-called lifeline be- 
tween Great Britain and the United States. 
This can only mean that our warships shall 
be employed to convoy merchant vessels be- 
tween the United States and Great Britain, 
and an act of war would inevitably follow. 

The committee also demands repeal of 
various statutes which would make the 
United States a recruiting ground for Can- 
ada, and urges the repeal of other statutes 
to which it does not make specific reference. 

The committee urges that the Pacific 
naval bases of the United States and Great 


Britain should be open to each other’s fleets. 
This can only mean the abandonment of any 
pretense of neutrality. 

The committee urges the President to call 
a conference for a reaffirmation of faith in 
the world of peace based upon justice and 
the security of nations, but this step can 
only obscure the real purpose of the steps 
quoted, which seem to me calculated to 
bring us into the war at the earliest possible 
moment. 

The argument that the United States can- 
not face the Axis Powers alone, and that it 
must therefore make common cause with 
Britain, is a question that must be left to 
our military and naval experts. It is the 
understanding with most Americans that 
our present defense program is intended to 
provide us with an adequate defense in any 
contingency. 

With all respect to the distinguished 
names which are quoted as responsible for 
the composition of the document, I must ex- 
press my preference for the American way 
of defense as I understand it at the present 
time. This is: to avoid entangling alli- 
ances, to defend the American hemisphere 
by the use of our armed forces, to defend the 
Philippines if possible and under the present 
laws to assist the British Empire by the sale 
to Britain of all food and military supplies 
for which Britain can pay. 

Less than this would not be in accordance 
with our protests against aggression; more 
than this would commit us to a definite war 
policy for which our country is not pre- 
pared, and is not willing to undertake, 


TVA and National Defense 


ORE and more the Tennessee Valley is 

becoming the center of the nation’s de- 
fense program—a region vital to the nation 
in the movement to protect itself against 
foreign aggression. 

The Tennessee Valley has always been a 
section on which the nation could rely for 
manpower. Tennessee is the Volunteer 
State. There were so many volunteers for 
the army this year that the net quota of 
the first draft in the Tennessee Valley was 
negligible. ‘This is the country of Andrew 
Jackson and Nathan Bedford Forrest. 

But the valley is playing another role 
this time just as important in the defense 
program. Our interest in the present-crisis 
lies in the production of war materials; 
manpower may be used later. And in the 
field of production, the valley is making its 
military contribution; it is doing so through 
the force of TVA, 


An address delivered by David E. Lilien- 
thal, one of its directors, before the Com- 
mionwealth Club of California at San Fran- 
cisco recently will surely give the West 
coast a deeper appreciation of TVA. Its 
military contributions, as Mr. Lilienthal 
sketched them, are seen to be invaluable. 

“There is a certain historical fitness,” said 
Mr. Lilienthal, “that today, in another de- 
fense crisis, the Tennessee Valley should 
again take an important place in prepared- 
ness.” For 22 years ago, the production of 
munitions at Muscle Shoals helped win the 
first World War. Now that plant is again 
being prepared to produce high explosives.

day crisis or any two billion dol- 
lar estimate. Britain has plenty of 
resources here to get all that we 
shall have to give for many times 
120 days. 

If this is to be a long war to the 
destruction of Hitler on the con- 
tinent—and we now concede the 
amount of interest or obligation 
necessary to warrant financing 
this phase of it up to two billion 
dollars—we are inextricably in- 
volved. There is and there can be 
no limit on the billions we must 
spend. When you get into a war, 
you don’t count costs. Preparing 
our Own defense will require sums 
not even yet imagined. If we add 
to that the cost of financing the 
defense of the British Empire all 
around the world we could arrive 
at a figure pretty nearly as great 
as all the wealth there is. 

Nazis Have Power. 

That isn’t all. Helping by sup- 
plies to enable England to resist 
invasion, to maintain the British 
fleet and shut Hitler up on the 
continent of Europe, as Napoleon 
was blockaded, is one thing— 
largely a matter of maintaining 
naval and air supremacy. Invad- 
ing Europe and destroying Hitler 
en land is quite another thing. He 
has a superior army with al] the 
equipment accumulated during 
years of European rearmament. 
Napoleon blew up through inter- 
ior revolt but, compared with the 
grip that Hitler has taken on his 
conquests, Napoleon was a sissy- 
britches. He permitted Prussia 
to re-arm right under his nose and 
tried to create a league of sover- 
eign states and allied armies out of 
his victims. He permitted to them 
the power to destroy him and they 
did it. 

The Nazis are harder boiled and 
more realistic. No man can fore- 
see history, but the chances are 
that the complete erasure of Hit- 
ler’s crew would require land 
forces far beyond Britain’s capac- 
ity—beyond any capacity but our 
own millions of men and billions of 
dollars fighting interminably on 
European soil. 

If that’s what we want, let’s do 
it. But let’s get-all the facts and 
explore all the possibilities before 
we decide. Let’s not be sheep- 
herded or bum’s-rushed. “Look 
down—look down that lonesome 


road before you travel on.”

Incidentally, the Italian defeats 
seem to have brought home to the 
American State Department the de- 
sirability of having a Class 1 Am- 
bassador on the spot in Rome, and 
Ambassador William Phillips is re- 
ported to be leaving for his post 
immediately after the holidays. 

There is controversy as to wheth- 
er Phillips’ return to Rome will 
mean any change in American pol- 
icy toward Italy. Certain State De- 
partment officials persisted to the 
very end in believing that they 
could keep Italy out of the war, as 
the Sumner Welles mission so elo- 
quently testified. People are now 
wondering whether the old hopes of 
“helping Italy out of a, bad fix” 
have not been revived. 

Conceivably, Ambassador Phil- 
lips’ quick departure means only 
that the State Department wishes 
to be on the spot should anything 
happen. But it might also reveal a 
persistent desire on the part of some 
people to save Mussolini and his 
Government from the consequences 
of dragging Italy into the war.

WILLKIE’S VIEWS 


ON OUR FUTURE 


By JOSEPH ALSOP and ROBERT KINTNER 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19. 


OR those who wonder what 

role Wendell L. Willkie will 

play in the national life, it is 
worth setting down a statement of 
intention and a statement of prin- 
ciple which he made while in Wash- 
ington a few days ago. The state- 
ments were made in private to in- 
fluential men and women with 
whom he discussed his plans, but 
they are considerably more illumi- 
nating than his public utterances on 
the topic of the “loyal opposition.” 

Willkie’s intention, as disclosed 
by him, is to devote himself to 
making plain to the people the 
overwhelming issue now confront- 
ing the country—the issue of a po- 
tential German victory, and the 
steps the United States ought to 
take to prevent it. This he con- 
ceives to be the, function of an 
opposition leader. In doing so, he 
will be guided by principles of for- 
eign policy as clear and as hard- 
headed as any recently enunciated 
in this country. Again as dis- 
closed by him, these principles are: 

(1) If Britain is defeated, Ger- 
many will dominate the world, con- 
trolling the industries of Europe, 
disposing of the raw materials of 
the great democratic empires, and 
exerting an immense commercial 
influence in South America, In a 
German-dominated world, this 
country will be forced to take one 
of two roads: either we can with- 
draw grimly within our borders, 
accepting a drastic reduction in 
the standard of living as the price 
of peace, or we can attempt to 
compete in the world with the dom- 
inant Germans. If we take the 
first road, social consequences will 
probably ensue so grave as to sub- 
vert our society. We cannot take 
the second without subverting our 
society voluntarily, adopting to- 
talitarian methods to compete with 
the Germans on equal terms. 

(2). Since the risks of a pas- 
sive policy are so terrible, it be- 
hooves this country to redouble its 
efforts to aid Britain. “All aid 
short of war” should be realistical- 
ly defined as any form of aid not 
likely to drive Germany to declare 
war against us. Fortunately, the 
last thing Germany wants is to 
make this country a belligerent. 
And thus it is possible to go far 
beyond anything done to date. 


Should End Rumors. 


Willkie has not yet decided how 
best to put what he wants to say 
on the record, but the above can 
be accepted as representing his 
views with accuracy. It should ef- 
fectively stop the recurrent rumors 


and one of the few organization 
politicians really close to him are 
all cases in point. Some prophets 
have expected Willkie to follow his 
friends. But he will not do so if 
his practice is anything like his 
theory. Instead, he will throw his 
still great influence into the bal- 
ance on the anti-isolationist side. 
His course is dictated by personal] 
conviction, but it fits in with the 
necessities of his political situa- 
tion. The isolationist Republican 
leaders, both ‘in and out of Con- 
gress, are already openly working 
to destroy Willkie’s power in the 
party. Most of them are the old- 
liners who were toppled off their 
pedestals by the Willkie movement, 
and such a reaction was to be ex- 
pected of them. Willkie is ready to 
give them battle and a first-class 
fight is ahead. 


His Personal Plans. . 


For the present, to be sure, Will- 
kie is naturally preoccupied with 
his personal plans. He has refused 
offers of a high industrial position, 
of two large magazine salaries and 
three places as a syndicated col- 
umnist, and of a big job as a utili- 
ties executive. He seems to have 
made up his mind to return to the 
law, and as he wants to avoid weak- 
ening his authority by taking the 
tag of “corporation lawyer” he must 
arrange his business life rather 
carefully. 

Before long, however, he will be- 
gin to speak. On certain topics, 
he will oppose the President. For 
example, he feels that with proper 
leadership and organization ade- 
quate national defense can be pre- 
pared without the radical] steps 
some people in Washington are now 
discussing. Again, on other topics, 
he may go beyond the President. 
But if he continues to be governed 
by the principles summarized here- 
tofore, he will do what he wants to 
do—make the great issue plain.

on especially chummy terms. None 
of her 15 previous pictures, dating 
Miback to “Bill of Divorcement” in 
1932 and winding up late in 1938 
with “Holiday” did more than 
average business.

shoulder of lamb. 

One tablespoon. butter. 

Three cups boiling water. 

One and one-half teaspoons salt. 
One-eighth teaspoon pepper. 
Twelve tiny onions.

Ten So Report to Selective Board; 
Two Find Doctor Too Ill to 
Go Over Them. 

Ten draft registrants in the Twen- 
ty-seventh Ward have been required 
by their employers to take time 
off at their own expense for their 
physical examinations, Harold D.

The present little book is ad- 
dressed to those of middle age 
and discusses the disability and 
physical problerhs incident to that 
grevious time. It presents no 
special propaganda, except per 
haps the reminder that to live 
longer is not enough if one does 
not also live better. It has, I am 
relieved to state, no focusing 
point, conclusion or campaign. I 
am not cajoled into the saccharine 
suggestion that life begins at 40. 


There isn’t too much stress put 
on what those of us of middle 
age are not to eat. I am getting 
a little tired of being told by 
the health authorities that just 
because I am over 50 I ought to 
go to bed at half past nine, like a 
child of 10, and that I mustn’t 
take enough exercise to make me 
short of breath. I want to ex- 
plain now that sometimes it is 
good for me to go to bed at half 
past nine, and other times it is 
equally healthy for me to stay up 
till ‘way after midnight. And, 
furthermore, that if I get short 
of breath I have sense enough 
automatically to stop exercising.

DR. BAUER admits that though 
Americans now live longer, most 
of the saving comes from our con- 
quest of the hazards of younger 
life—infant mortality, the con- 
tagious diseases of childhood, and 
tuberculosis in adolescence. The 
hazards of middle life—the Big 
Six, heart disease, high blood pres- 
sure, endocrine atrophy, cancer, 
diabetes and arthritis—he discusses 
calmly, authoritatively and hope- 
fully.

the restoration of youth, the defi- 
nite extension of life or the aboli- 
tion of the normal processes in- 
volved in the progressive aging of 
tissues. Such an attitude will 
keep the sensible person ing the 
middle years from fulfilling the

ool.’ 


Questions and Answers. 


C. 8.:—“I am an asthma suf- 
ferer with sinus trouble. I get 
considerable relief by using a 
nasal spray of a weak solution of 
sodium perborate. I discovered 
this myself and wonder whether 
it will cause any harm. Is asthma 
an allergy?” 


Answer—The use of sodium per- 
borate as a nasal spray is harm- 
less and can be used practically 
indefinitely. Solutions containing 
silver, such as argyrol, are not 
suitable for regular nasal douching, 
and sometimes oil sprays get into 
the lungs although this is a re- 
mote possibility. The use of a 
nasal spray for sinus trouble and 
asthma is very sensible. A great 
many cases of asthma — perhaps 
most of them—are due to allergy 
but there are other cases which 
are due to infection, in which the 
chest is infected from the sinuses 
of the nose, so the treatment is 
perfectly logical.

HRISTMAS wouldn’t be com- 
C plete without home-made can- 
dies and confections, 

These holiday goodies are gifts 
highly prized by the little lady 
next door, the bachelor friend and 
members of the family near and 
far. 

Fruity balls are easy to make, 
moderate-priced confections that 
will keep fresh a month if stored 
in covered jars in a cool spot. They 
brighten up boxes of holiday treats. 


Mix two cups of chopped dried 
prunes and apricots, one teaspoon 
cinnamon, one-fourth teaspoon of 
nutmeg, mace and salt. Add a cup 
of coconut, teaspoon grated lemon 
rind and one-third cup orange juice, 
Shape into inch balls and _ chill. 
Then flatten slightly and roll in 
confectioner’s sugar. Top each with 
“holly leaves and berries.” Make 
the leaves by cutting large green 
gum drps into thin slices and shap- 
ing with scissors. (Dip the scissors 
into warm water to prevent stick- 
ing.) Stick the leaves on top the 
confections and add red cinnamon 
candies or tiny circles of red gum 
drops to represent berries,

Nut brittle keeps fresh a long 
time and is a good traveler. Boil 
gently, without stirring, one cup 
sugar, one-half cup dark brown 
sugar, one-fourth cup light colored 
corn syrup and one-half cup water. 
When some of the candy “clicks” 
in cold water, remove the pan from 
the heat. Mix in two tablespoons 
butter, two-thirds cup chopped nuts 
and one-eighth teaspoon each of 
salt and soda. Beat well and 
quickly pour onto a buttered bak- 
ing sheet or table top. Mark into 
squares and break apart when cool, 
Any nuts will do, but I suggest 


the mixture of shaved Brazil nuts 
and pecans. 

Panoche, delicate in flavor and 
creamy in texture, makes many 
friends among holiday groups. 
Boil gently, stirring frequently, 
two cups dark brown sugar, one 
cup sugar, three tablespoons but- 
ter, one and a half cups milk, and 
one-eighth teaspoon salt. When a 
soft ball forms in cold water, take 
the candy from the heat and let 
it stand 20 minutes. Add a tea- 
spoon of vanilla and beat until 
thick and cool. Pour onto a but- 
tered pan. Flatten the top and 
cover with chopped peanuts, fil- 
berts or black walnuts. Pack in 
a covered box and keep cool.

Another Yuletide special is Eng- 
lish toffee, rich, delicious in flavor 
and crunchy. Boil three minutes, 
without stirring, one and a half 
cups sugar, one-eighth teaspoon 
cream of tartar and a cup of milk. 
Stir in cne-half cup butter and cook 
until the candy is light brown and 
forms a hard ball in cold water. 
Stir several times to prevent scorch- 
ing. Add a teaspoon of vanilla or 
rum and pour into a buttered pan 
dusted with chopped nuts. Melted 
sweet chocolate can be poured 
over the top of the cooled toffee.

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Many Things 
We Laugh at 
Are Not Funny

AUGHTER is a form of ap- 
L plause precious to the enter- 

tainer. Those who hear the 
applause and share in it are in- 
clined to take the cause of the 
uproar as something, if not alto- 
gether good, at least acceptable. 
Listening to some of the stories, 
reading some of the humorous ar- 
ticles in periodicals, I—and I’m in 
contact with children and young 
people daily—cannot but feel that 
much of what brings laughter to- 
day is not funny, not good, not 
acceptable to people who value good 
taste and fine character. 


Jokes on the appearance of peo- 
ple are not in good taste. When 
they are directed at a group of 
people they are worse than a mere 
offense against taste. They are 
affronts that make those people 
feel that they are being set down 
as inferior. This should not be so 
and ig inexcusable in a country like 
ours, where we insist upon its de- 
mocracy. That kind of joke is not 
funny and it should not be made 
in public where children hear and 
accept it and later, to our embar- 
rassment, act upon it. 


Stealing is far from funny. My 
definition of stealing is the taking 
of what does not belong to one with 
the intention of keeping it as 
though it did. Under that heading 
I put the collecting of souvenirs, 
If a person lifts a spoon and car- 
ries it off to add to his hoard he 
insists he is a collector; if he lifts 
six spoons for the same purpose 
he is a thief. But one will do the 
job, and make no mistake about it. 


It is not funny to steal towels, 
silver, bells, buttons, napery, un- 
der the guise of collecting. My 
protest concerns the effect this 
practice has on children. One small 
boy came home with a neighbor's 
desk clock and when his mother 
asked him where he got it he said 
with all sincerity, “I’m collecting 
things for my room, I just took it.”

YOU SEE, THAT is what one of 
the members of his family was do- 
ing, collecting things for his cab- 
inets—spoons and other small ob- 
jects that slip easily into pockets 
and umbrellas. When children do 
that we are excited and begin 
searching for causes and ways of 
treatment. We don’t want them to 
grow up fixed in the habit of pil- 
fering and stealing. 


We would better not laugh at 
anything that we would not want 
our children to accept as sound be- 
havior. They take laughter for ap- 
plause and repeat the stunt until it 
sets a habit. Better not laugh at 
bad temper, impudent speech, bad 
manners, when the little child ex- 
hibits them. Better not laugh at 
the wrong kind of story in the 
presence of children. Save the ap- 
plause for the things that are de- 
cent, healthy and more than half- 
way right. 

There will still be plenty of fun 
left in the world, still plenty of 
things and plenty of people that 
are truly funny and to be laughed 
at. Any one of us igs food for 
laughter any hour of any day, and 
laughing at our own folly may save 
our children from following a bad 
example under the mistaken idea 
that it is humorous,

Aid Them in Thrifty Christmas Shopping.

T’S smart to be thrifty at Ste 
| paens’ College for Girls at Colum- 

bia, Mo. Students who enroll in 
the personal finance course, in the 
Institute for Consumer Education 
and turn in intelligently planned 
and kept budgets of their incomes 
and expenditures, earn credits the 
same as they would in chemistry 
or French. 

Just before Christmas being a 
time when money is often spent 
haphazardly, a special Christmas 
shopping project was inaugurated 
this year to help the girls come 
out even in their money affairs. 
With the idea of saving both time 
and money two members of the 
class, Miss Louise Compo and Miss 
Virginia Scheer, were delegated to 
canvas the stores, gift lists of each 
member of the class in hand, to find 
out where the best bargains and 
values were to be had. 

A bulletin was issued, containing 
information not only on where list- 
ed articles were to be found at best 
prices and in most attractive pres- 
entation, but with added sugges- 
tions discovered by the shoppers 
for those who hadn’t yet made up 
their minds. 

Perhaps a girl had not thought 
of fur-lined corduroy scuffies for 
her roommate or a pliaglass belt for 
the boy friend, sure to match any 
suit because it is transparent; a 
set of individual wooden salad 
bowls for mother or a demi tasse 
cup to add to her collection. Per- 
haps she hadn’t seen those coasters, 
that stick to the glass by means of 
suction, for highball drinking 
friends or relatives; or the flow- 


ered aspirin box for that friend 
who has everything. Or she 
hadn’t hit upon just the right book 
or record for literary or musical 
friend until the bulletin listed ap- 
propriate ones. 

Lapel pins appeared on several 
lists: the shoppers discovered me- 
nageries of them at prices rang- 
ing from $1 up. Costume jewelry 
was ferreted out and described in 
detail so that prospective purchas- 
ers had only to follow directions 
and price lists. 

Another phase of the project was 
a moneyless shopping tour in which 
the whole class took part. They 
went downtown with empty purses 
to scout for good buys. This was 
comparative shopping in which the 
class applied principles learned in 
consumer education about not seek- 
ing the cheapest but looking for 
real values, examining textiles, 
workmanship, brands, all with 
some regard for working conditions 
under which certain commodities 
are made. 

Presumably by now all Stephens 
girls have their presents selected 
most thoughtfully, bought upon the 
most advantageous terms and tied 
in the most ingeniously designed 
packages. They have been careful 
to compare the number of feet in 
each bolt of ribbon at the five- 
and-ten and they have been able 
to find Christmas seals at 20 for 5 
cents in one envelope as good as 
eight Tor 10 cents in others. 

A designer in the art department 
co-operated in the wrapping busi- 
ness, displaying a collection of 
wrappings, some in wall paper at

15 cents a roll—enough to wrap 
all one’s packages—just as attrac- 
tive as wrappings bought three 
sheets for a quarter. 

The immediate purpose of the 
personal finance course is to help 
girls with their money problems. 
One girl realizes that her allow- 
ance disappears ove ht and she 
hasn’t the least idea what she 
spent it for. She’s always having 
to write home for extra spending 
money and she becomes aware 
that she is being shunned as that 
pest of the campus, a chronic bor- 
rower. She knows another girl 
with an allowance not as large as 


hers who sets aside each week. 


something for savings, always lives 
within her allowance, is able to buy 
tickets for shows or make trips 
to the city on special occasions, 
seems to be able to “jelly” with- 
out jelly, have a lot of fun at the 
tearoom or drug store without 
spending half as much as she 
does. She is told it is all done 
by budgeting.

Swim for Exercise

WIMMING is one sport which 

may be enjoyed the year 

‘round. During’ the hotter 
months, lake or ocean swimming is 
refreshing and beautifying and dur- 
ing the colder months pool swim- 
ming serves to keep our bodies 
streamlined and healthy. 

Few are the towns which do not 
have a swimming pool so most 
girls and women have the oppor- 
tunity to learn how to swim and 
benefit by the marvelous exercise 
it provides. 

Women with heavy thighs and 
legs should most certainly go reg- 
ularly to a pool to thrash their 
limbs up and down in the water. 
This is done by holding on to the 
side of the pool and letting the 
body float. To a rhyth-zic ceunt- 
ing of “one-two, one-two” the legs 
are thrashed up and down. After 
a few moments of relaxation, in 
order to catch one’s breath, you 
should swim away from the. edge 
of the pool, turn over on your 
back and float. When you are sure 
of your balance again thrash your 
legs up as high as possible out 
of the water and down onto the 
water. 4. few weeks of this, exer- 
cise and even the heaviest of 
thighs, hips and legs will be 
slimmed!

Another leg shaping exercise 
and back exercise combined is pos- 
sible by hanging on to the end of 
the diving board with both hands. 
For a minute or two simply hang. 
Feel every vertebra ging into 
correct alignment. Then lift both 
legs up to a right angle, push 
them first to the right side and 
then to the left side. Repeat this 
until you feel a straining in your 
arms. Let go of the board and 
float for a rest period. 

Again grasp the end of the 
board and move your legs forward 
and backward as if you were walk- 
ing rapidly. Muscles which never 
get used are thus exercised but 
you must be sure to not strain 
yourself. Rest on the side of the 
pool or float whenever you feel 
you must. 

Many women write me _ that 
they would swim regularly if they 
could keep their hair from getting 


wet. The expense and fuss re- 
quired for frequent settings is too 
much for them. After experi- 
menting I have found a solution 
to ‘this problem. 

There is a bathing cap with a 
chin strap on the market which 
has a suction rim inside. This 
must be wet before the cap is put 
on and your hair should be brushed 
high on your head. Once the cap 
is pulled down past your hair 
line it stays put and no water 
cr eps past the suction rim. If 
you wish further protection you 


may buy two strips of chamois, 
sew them into a strip and wind 
this around your hairline before 
“pping on the cap. I know that 
your hair cannot get even damp 
if these two precautions are 
taken!

On the ground that it 
is estimated that women spend 85 
per cent of all money in this coun- 
try, whether their husbands’ in- 
come or their own, it is important 
that women be educated in wise 
spending. The Alfred P. Sloan 
Foundation for the diffusion of 
economic knowledge considered the 
Institute for Consumer. Education 
at Stephens so important that it 
endowed it to the tune of $1,000,000. 


Economical Menus—ty Meta Given 


HE word souffle means liter- 
T ally “puffed up” and you home- 
makers really have something 
to be puffed up about when you 
serve your family this orange souf- 
fle for dessert. Perhaps it is a 
bit different from other souffles of 
your acquaintance in that it is 
cooked in a covered double boiler, 
turned out; and served with a 
sauce. And if your baked souffles 
haven’t always been a success, nev- 
er fear, this one will be. 
Orange Souffle. 

Four egg whites, three and one- 
half tablespoons sugar, one-eighth 
teaspoon salt, one-fourth teaspoon 
orange extract and three table- 
spoons orange marmalade. 

Beat egg whites until stiff, add 
sugar and salt and continue beat- 
ing to mix. Fold in orange extract 
and marmalade. Butter the top 
and lid of a one and one-half to 
two-quart double boiler. Turn the 
mixture into double boiler, cover, 
and cook one and one-half hours 
keeping water boiling moderately. 
Turn onto a warm serving plate 
and serve pouring the sauce over 
it. Sauce: Four egg yolks, one- 
half cup granulated sugar, one-half 
cup evaporated milk, one-half cup 
water and one-half teaspoon vanil- 
la. 

Beat yolks; add other ingredi- 
ents and cook over hot water un- 
til thick; If desired, whip the one- 
half cup evaporated milk and fold 
in when sauce is cold. Serves five.

The hand is 
too strong for the noncommittal no 
trump response and slightly weak 
for two no trump. In such cases, 
experts attempt to take a middie 
course by bidding a suit, even a 
shaded one. North’s bidding was 
perfect; South’s was questionable. 
His two and three heart rebids 
were correct, but over three no 
trump despite his singleton, he 
should have passed. He already 
had warned North sufficiently that 
he did not like no trump, and 
should have been none too sanguine 
about a 10 trick contract, 

West opened the nine of clubs. 
Dummy ducked and East won with 
thé king. East, afraid that declar- 
er might find means of discarding 
losing diamonds, laid down the ace 
and, when West signaled high, fol- 
lowed with a second round. De 
clarer ruffed, and led a spade to 
dummy’s queen, then returned a 
heart and put up his own king. 
West grabbed the trick, and led his 
remaining club. Dummy’s ace won, 
and now declarer, faced with the 
necessity of taking the rest of the 
tricks, finessed against the heart 
jack successfully. After that he 
laid the hand down. 

I am quite sure that neither East 
nor West had the slightest idea 
that the declarer’s problem had 
been resolved for him. The crucial 
play was West’s acceptance of the 
heart king. West should have seen 
that the only hope for the setting 
trick lay in the heart suit itself. 
Declarer’s action in entering dum- 
my for a trump lead up to his own 
hand was strong indication that his 
suit was far from solid and indeed, 
from the bidding, West should have 
visualized just such a trump suit as 
declarer actually held. Had he done 
so and used his imagination fur- 
ther, he would have played the 
nine of hearts very promptly under 
declarer’s king. Put yourself, read- 
er, in the declarer’s place and note 
the dilemma in which this would 
place you. 

The heart king holding, you 
would undoubtedly cross over to 
dummy for another heart lead to- 
ward your own hand. East would 
play the eight, and now think what 
a guess would confront you. I ven- 
ture to say that a great many de 
clarers would guess wrong.
